PHIL BART, Organizational Secretary, CPUSA, opened 
the meeting and commented on the Cuban situation.. He 
said the policy of the United States Government is to keep 
Cuba off balance and create problems. BART expressed the 
opinion that the United States would not Use direct inter- 
vention in Cuba but would mobilize all kinds of support. He 
said the "Newman series" (referring to the articles by JOSEPH 
NEWMAN in the "New York Herald Tribune") are being circulated 
by the United States. Government. BART said the articles 
attack the Cuban Government, and, further, claim that the Cuban 
people are not in support of the CASTRO Government. 

PHIL BART said that the question of the CPUSA 1 s re- 
lation, with Cuba, the fight for peace, and the Party 1 s relations 
to all Latin America is one of the "touch-stones of our 
responsibilities." The fight around Cuba and Latin America 
is one of the "keys" in the central question in the struggle 
for peace. BART said that a Party statement is needed. to 
arouse "oUr movement" and expressed the thought that perhaps 
the CPUSA could issue a joint statement with the Cuban CP 
wherein Cuba raises the question of its own security, as well 
as the defense of the interests of the Cuban Revolution. He 
said the Party should join with the Communist Parties of the 
Western Hemisphere in the common fight for peace, which, he. 
said, is related to the defense of Cuba. He said all forces 
in the United States should find solidarity in relationship 
with progressive, forces in Latin America as part of the, 
struggle against American imperialism and as part of the 
struggle for peace. 

GUS HALL, General Secretary, CPUSA, commented on 
President KENNEDY'S press conference, held on March 23, 
19ol, as regards Laos. HALL expressed the opinion that 
there would not be any kind of war and that it would be 
settled by negotiation, adding that the Presidents speech 
was not of the kind of a President who is preparing to go 
to war. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, Vice-chairman, New York State 
CP, said that the Negro press has retreated on the Cuban

situation and is not taking the same attitude that it took at 
the beginning of the CASTRO regime . PATTERSON said that the. 
Party must show that the Monroe. Doctrine is immoral and that 
domination of the Western Hemisphere by the United. States 
prevents the development of the. Latin American nations. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON, a member of the National Committee, 
CPUSA, said that with regard to Cuba, the Party should refer 
to the so-called "government In exile" in Miami as a criminal 
conspiracy. JOHNSON also expressed disagreement with the 
issuance of any kind of a joint statement with the Cuban CP, 
adding that you could not compare the role of the Party in 
Cuba with the role of the Party in the United States. 

BEN DAVIS, National Secretary of the CPUSA, 
commented that the headlines in the "New York, journal 
American" and the "New York Daily News" are calling for the 
KENNEDY Administration to go. to war, as well as the GOLDWATER 
forces in the Republican Party, who are calling on the KENNEDY 
Administration to "go all out." DAVIS said that the Party 
must point out to the. American people and to the peace, forces 
, that these are the forces exerting powerful pressure on the. 
KENNEDY Administration along, the line of "brinkmanship" and 
continuing the call for War, breaking off relations and 
worsening the situation with the Soviet Union. DAVIS said 
that Laos is not a true test of the KENNEDY Administration 
because it was inherited from the EISENHOWER Administration, 
but that Cuba is a true test of the. Administration. 

DAVIS then stated that, at the next meeting of the 
National Committee, CPUSA, considerable discussion should be 
devoted, to the whole situation in. Latin America and Cuba. He 
said that the Party must expose the KENNEDY Administration 
.. policy and. show that they are playing into the hands of the 
worst forces, which are demanding war. 

JACK STACHEL, a member of the National Committee, 
recommended that a 200-word statement as regards Laos should 
be prepared by the Party in the immediate future. 

The Informant advised that the meeting concluded 
with GUS HALL commenting that possibly the Party could get 
some , private people to initiate a petition to President 
KENNEDY showing why he should hot continue the ill-advised 
plan; of the EISENHOWER Administration.

This delegation, if formed, was requested by the CPSU to be 
present in Moscow no later than April 28, 1961. 

As a result of this request, discussions led by Gus 
Hall, General Secretary, CP, USA, have resulted in the prepara- 
tion of a list containing the names of 14 individuals,, from 
which efforts will be made to secure the requested five man

TRACING OF AMERICAN MONEY USED BY SOVIETS 

IN ESPIONAGE OPERATIONS) (34) 
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For several years past the Soviets have been trans- 
mitting to the CPUSA, through NY 694-S and CG 5824rS, large 
sums of money. The informants make this money available to 
the NYO, which records serial numbers, etc., on bills re- 
ceived from the Soviets, and checks the same against lists of 
currency issued to Soviet establishments in NYC and Washing- 
ton, B.C. 

By letter dated 3/9/61, Under the. caption "SOLO; 
IS-C," the Bureau instructed that every effort be made to 
trace some of the currency expended by members of the. 
Communist Party directly to the funds obtained by the Party 
from abroad, commensurate with the security of our informants. 



By letter dated 3/27/61, the Bureau issued the 
following supplemental instructions with regard to this 
matter: 

"While it is not desired nor is it necessary to 
trace all the currency involved, you should make every 
effort to obtain, specific evidence of three or four 
instances where money funneled into the Communist Party, 
USA, through this source is later used in the furtherance of 
Communist Party business and activity. Under no circumstances 
should you take any action which, would Jeopardize our informants, 
but you should be alert when the proper opportunity arises to 
secure the desired evidence . You should not consider inter- 
viewing landlords, restaurant employees, bar keepers or others 
but should watch for opportunities when communist functionaries 
are buying airplane, railroad, or bus tickets, or are spending 
money in other places where they are obviously not known, and 
contacts by ybUr Agents coUld not in any way jeopardize the 
security of our informants."

"Subjective Manifestations and Reactions 

"Dangerous when drinking (BURT NELSON), to excess, wife and 
daughter cane to M. (MILFORD SUTHERLAND ?) once to discuss. 
Wife wanted to separate over this. Talks of people there 
wanting to kill him. /Stab him or shoot him/ At convention 
accused /to his people/ D. of So. C. of plot to kill him. 
When discussing son - gets .highly agitated. Told me an almost 
unintelligible story of what happened - that Van (VAN LYDEGRAF ?) 
and others were meeting nearby and boy had shirt on just like 
Van. It was unclear to me at first, was he 1) accusing Van of 
complicity or 2) saying boy. had been mistaken for Van. Stpry 
I got from M. was that boy and friend both about 12 or 13 took 
a car and set out to find his father. They stopped for gas and 
stole a pump /I believe/ or something. Garage owner called 
police who put up road block. Kids drove thru. road block and 
police fired - killing boy. Boy had. written him that he had to 
see him because he had something important to tell him. He 
connects this with what happened. But instead of trying to 
calm him down wife chimed in and emphasized about the shirts 
as if very significant. She does not help. When they were at 
convention (17th National Convention, CP, USA) - he and wife 
stayed separately from delegation with Jack and Ruth (SHULMAN) . 
Now he has quarreled with him and won* t stay there anymore. Might 
ask them for details. When delegation arrived- at hotel they /he 
and wife/ came and immediately he began heated argument with M, 
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in kitchenette that went on for hours* Neither M's wife nor 
his wife were able to break it up. Qig woman from the 
peninsula told the Bell. (Bellingham) people about it and 
said he had been drinking heavily. Del. (delegation) was 
not united with him - as he gave impression at convention. 
Second big fracas there was about the copies of a resolu- 
tion which he claimed was snatched away from his wife by 
an attack by someone, when they were not supposed to be 
distributed. I got impression that M. and some others are 
afraid of him. /Not the Bell, folks?/ I believe his wife 
is afraid of him too. Apparently he has a maniacal temper. 
He told me, in discussing N.C. vote, that he gets mad, acts 
on the spur of the moment and later realizes he made a 
mistake. When he is quiet and good tempered he gets along 
alright with everyone. There is a lot of sympathy - because 
of the causes of this state he gets into. He was terribly 
beaten in a strike in New Orleans - and gets into queer states 
of apprehension about matters apparently innocent on the surface. 
A newspaper man phoned him from the Seattle Times saying he also 
represented News Week. He wanted to see me. He made a big 
business of it; didn't like the sound of the guy 1 s voice, was 
sure 'he was a fake, and was sure he was up to something. When 
the man said he would go to Tacoma, if necessary, he was sure 
we were out for trouble in Tacoma. He delayed the, man seeing 
me for several days but finally arranged it. There was nothing 
to it, that I could see. Just some strange feelings on his part. 
There are stories of people trying to steal his boat house and 
strange phone calls - which could happen of course. He must have 
agreed with his wife in criticizing M. (MICKEY LIMA) of S.F. going 
on a trip because he s*t there and said nothing, I get the 
impression that the S. (Seattle) couple have practically taken 
things over there and he depends a great deal on them, tho he 
quarrels with them too. Under the guise of keeping him they 
criticize him quite freely to me, to the point that I pressed 
two queries: - 1) Why do you think you can 'save him* - without / 
help from the N.O.? and 2) Isn't there a big risk to the organiza- 
tion in all this 1 subjectivity 1 you describe? They admit that on 
one they are not sure and on two - there is a risk. This is the 
all out side of the other business /TV/ where he apparently was 
carried away with big schemes. I feel very sorry for him and 
wish we could help him. But some way must be found to get tiim out 
of that post."

In addition, ALEERTSON hold3 the position of 
Chairman of the Food Club of the Industrial Division of the 
NY State CP. ALEERTSON has, for the past several W3eks 
been employed by International Publishers, Incorporated, 
NYC. 



APTHEKER, HERBER T 

APTHEKER is an at large member of the NC. In 
addition, he serves as Director of the NY School for 
Marxist Studies, 853 Broadway, NYC. He also continues to 
function as Editor of the publication, "Political Affairs". 
GUS HALL has recently stated that it appears that APTHEKER 
is using his position on "Political Affairs", for his own 
advancement, and that the material of others that he was 
putting in the publication was very sloppy. HALL also 
placed the responsibility for the delayed publication of 
"Political Affairs" on APTHEKER. 

At the February meeting of the NY District CP

After this conference 
is terminated, BERT is scheduled to travel to Moscow, USSR. 
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BERT received permission from GUS HALL to make this 

trip.

BLAIR reoresents the Wisconsin District on the NO 
and continues to hold the position of Chairman of the CP 
of Wisconsin. 

On 2/23/61, GUS HALL met with BLAIR in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin at which time HALL discussed with BLAIR the 
possibility of closing Mary's Book Store, which BLAIR 
operates at 530 West State Street, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 
HALL suggested that BLAIR, with the help of a subsidy from 
the National Office, CP, USA, in the amount of $1,000.00, 
consider assuming the responsibility of being full-time 
CP Organizer. By this method, it was felt that BLAIR would 
be able to carry cut activities which would be beneficial 
to the CP of Wisconsin* HALL stated that he planned to return 
to the Midwest and would further discuss this plan with 
BLAIR.

District. CHILDS was apparently not too interested in 
entering the local CP picture, and indicated dissatisfaction 
with the present leadership of the CP in Illinois. 



COLON, JESUS 

COLON is an at large member of the NC and continues 
to write a tseekly column for "The Worker". COLON recently 
gave a series of lectures on the Cuban Revolution at the 
NY School for Marxist Studies. He continues to exhibit 
strong interest in the Cuban situation and the work of the 
CP among the Puerto Ricans.

At the outset, there was heated discussion 
concerning the text of a cablegram being sent to Premier 
Khrushchev congratulating the Soviet Union on the successful 
launching of a man in space.

wltii the cablegram as oFisinally prepared by Gus Kail, 
whereas Phil Eart and Jack Stachel had changed the 
warding of the cablegram and gave orders that it be sent 
regardless of the fact that Davis felt it was satisfactory 
as originally written, Davis claimed that Stachel had 
no right to change the cablegram without having a 
previous discussion with him and he, therefore, considered 
Stafchel* s action a3 chauvinism, 

Stachel claimed that Davis was always shouting 
chauvinism but probably actually does not know what it 
means* 

Irving Potash said that the cablegram should have 
been shown to Davis again after it was changed in order 
to obtain his approval inasmuch as Davis is National 
Secretary of the Party* He stated, however, that he 
hesitated to agree with Davis 1 characterization of this 
as white chauvinism. 

After some further discussion during which Stachel 
and Davis shouted at each other, each accusing the other of 
being Insulting, Davis agreed that if Irving Potashes 
point of view represented the majority point of view of 
those present, he would be willing to let the matter 
re3t, There was no further discussion on this point, 

William Patterson then discussed the situation with 
regard to Henry Winston, a CP functionary currently 
serving time in prison. He proposed that on Mother's Day, 
the Party have Winston's mother in Washington, D, C, 
accompanied by a group of woman to appear before the Attorney 
General or the Parole Board, He felt that this might create 
sentiment in favor of Winston throughout the country, 
particularly among women,

Ben Davis then gave a report on the Jolin 
Birch Society. He described the society as demonstrating 
a reaction to the growing struggle and strength of the 
labor movement, the Negro people and advanced peace 
forces. He said it is also a reaction to the 
growing strength of the Soviet Union and socialist 
camp. He described the Birch Society as an extremely 
aggressive militant group which has Fascist aims and 
objectives* He noted that its tfhole program is built 
on the concept of fighting Communism, It is for the 
repeal of ail social and economic legislation for the 
last thirty years. It is for the impeachment of Chief 
Justice Warren, because of Ms desegregation decision 
and the recent decisions of the Supreme Court on the 
Smith Act*. It is for repealing the income tax, withdrawing 
from NATO, withdrawing from all foreign aid and for the 
ending of all trade with Socialist countries. According 
to Davis, the Birch Society ha3 units in approximately 
34 states and is an operating and going concern. He 
sfcfced that it is a national council composed of very 
important and powerful forces and that the society 
is linked with other "right" organizations in the 
country. He asserted that in the Souths the Birch 
Society is linked with the fthite Citizens Council and 
the Ku Klux Klan. 

Davis said that the Party must call for complete 
exposure of the Birch Society. He said that it should be 
pointed out that there is evidence to the effect that they 
believe in violence and "we should call for their 
outlawing and prosecution." 

Following Davis* report, others present asserted 
that the Birch Society is setting up an enormus press 
apparatus and .has now reached the point where the 
members want to organize for the 1962 ©lections.

Irving Potash commented that the charges that 
Eisenhower is an agent of the Communist conspiracy 
are not made because these people believe thsy are 
true but are used as a method of blac&ns&l similar to 
the methods of the late (Senator) McCarthy, According to 
Potash, the John Birch Society has arisen as a result 
of the decay and decline of imperialism and capitalism 
and national frustration as a result of the challenge 
of the Socialist world and Cuba and the defeat administered 
to the United States policy in the colonial world* Ke 
said the Party can make a contribution by developing 
forces to challenge these Fascist elements.

When the board met, DAVIS made a devastating 
attack on STACHEL because he thinks he is sick and 
cannot fight back.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on April 19, 1961, that a 
meeting of the National Board, Communist Party, U.S.A. (CPUSA), 
and invited guests, was held on above date at CP Headquarters, 
New York City, New York. Among those in attendance were: 

' Gus Hall, General Secretary, CPUSA; James Jackson, 
Ctor of "The Worker"; Jack Stachel, member of National 
Jommittee, CPUSA; Phil Bart, Organizational Secretary, CPUSA; 
Louis Weinstock, General Manager of "The Worker"; William Wein- 
stone, member of National Committee, CPUSA; Irving Potash, 
Labor Secretary, CPUSA; Ben Davis, National Secretary, CPUSA; 
Clarence Hathaway, Chairman, New York District, CPUSA; Arnold 
Johnson, member of National Committee, CPUSA; James Allen, member 
of National Committee, CPUSA; Hy Lumer, Educational Director, 
CPUSA. 

Arnold Johnson stated that during the past weekend, 
there was a- lot of peace activities with demonstrations taking 
place in 20 to 25 cities, the largest being in San Francisco. 
Johnson noted that the New York demonstration received wide- 
spread publicity because it was at the United Nations. 
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Johnson commented that the Frisco demonstration was 
of the local type, stimulated by the Quakers and separate from 
Sane (Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy), and other organiza- 
tions, whereas the Los Angeles demonstration was a unification 
of Sane and other groups. The Chicago action represented two 
divergent groups with the Party creating unity. 

Johnson further remarked, according to the confidential 
source, that the key force in establishing united action in 
this phase has been the Quakers, whom he said consistently work 
with the Party privately, but not publicly. Johnson related that 
the key problem is the role of certain factions within the 
Socialist Party. He stated the Party* s forces were not as 
effective as they should be because of differences within the 
Party ranks, but in the main, "our forces" were supporting the 
actions. Johnson felt that what was needed was to involve the 
trade union movement in the field of peace. He noted however 
that there is a danger that the trade union leaders might re- 
assert anti-Communism as part of the peace movement. 

According to the confidential source, Gus Hall spoke 
on the Cuban situation, which he described as serious and 
crucial in the struggle for peace. Hall said that there will 
be more such crucial moments in this transitory period and 
there would be no long periods of tranquillity* 

Hall said that the United States involvement in the Cuban 
invasion is becoming generally accepted around the world. He 
said it was a serious blow to the prestige of the United States 
and to the Kennedy Administration. Hall described the Cuban 
invasion as unsuccessful and now the United States Government 
has the choice of either accepting this setback or else to 
become more involved, arid in either case the United States faces 
difficulties. He said that it was crucial for the Party to do

everything to stop any further direct involvement by the armed 
forces of the United States in the Cuban situation. Hall felt 
that the Party should work in the direction of slogans such as 
"Cuba for the Cubans", "Clear Out the Invaders from Our Shores", 
"World Peace is More Important Than the Return of U.S. Corpora- 
tions to Cuba!,', or "Invasion, In Any Form, By the United Nations, 
or the United States is Against the Call of Peace," Hall felt 
that the Party should work in the direction of getting mass 
movements to accept these slogans.

Phil Bart asserted that the Pair Play for Cuba 
Committee is "Trotskyite dominated." He said William 

Patterson had a discussion with the head of this committee | 

and indicated some of the Party misgivings concerning it. ,

can do work in the Committee, "the doors are open." \ 

According to Bart, the Fair Play for Cuba Committee \ 
has responded and played no small part in the actions of the , 
last few weeks. He stated there have been a number of actions 
reoently which have warranted an increase in activity "in which \ 
the Fair Play Committee and our forces" have played an im- I 
portant part. The Saturday (April 15, 1961) action and the ) 
Monday (April 17, 1961) action was organized by the May Day < 
Committee and had the support of the Fair Play Committee. The ' 
Fair Play Committee has two further actions this week - on / 
April 20, 1961, a Brooklyn meeting and on April 21, 1961, a / 
Union Square (New York City) demonstration. Then there is a 
plan of action in Washington on Saturday, April 29, 1961. This 
activity is under the initiative of Fair Play with others giving 
support. Some of it is under the recommendation and suggestion 
of the Party. Fair Play feels it can bring out five or six 
hundred to Washington, D.C. 

Advertisements have been placed in two Negro papers, 
the Baltimore "Afro-American" and a New York paper. An ad will 
appear in the "New York Times" on April 23, 1961, according to' 
Bart. 



With respect to specific action, Bart noted there is 
a draft of a leaflet specifically aimed at the Negro community 
which was prepared by William Patterson and will be distributed 
nationally throughout the Party. He said Party forces should/ 
participate in actions developed by Fair Play, help organize /

Bart announced that the Fair Play Committee is 
organizing a banquet next week for the purpose of raising 
funds. He said "the Party should be represented there." He 
commented that the Committee has maneuverability in spite I 
of its. limitations and did play a big part in many of the 1 
demonstrative actions in the recent period.

Bart concluded that the Party must take a more \ 
formal, positive view and "fight for bringing in our \ 
forces as we do in many other movements, to participate in \ 
this organization as one of the forces around the question \ 
of Cuba." \ 

Jim Allen alleged there are forces in the United 
States, notably "the extreme right," which are trying to 
bring about a full scale military involvement of the United 
States in Cuba and elsewhere, in order to hold back revolutionary 
tendencies in the world. 

James Jackson said the Party might contribute a 
special Party folder in which would be brought together 
documentation exposing the machinations of the ruling interests 
in the assault upon Cuba. 

Irving Potash suggested the Party raise the question 
as to whether President Kennedy's father is influencing foreign 
policy and should revive the charges of war-mongering, et cetera, 
that have been made against his father. He proposed the slogan 
"The American flag must no longer follow the dollar." 

Ben Davis suggested the slogan "End this invasion 
now." He said it must be realized that Kennedy's promise not 
to intervene was made to try to keep faith with certain liberal 
forces which supported Kennedy. Davis remarked that "when 
Khrushchev says that something could happen to interfere with 
the peaceful work of the American people, he is not just talking 
through his hat."

On 4/19 and 20/61, PH 547-S*, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that THOMAS NABRIED 
contacted A. HARRY IEVITAN, Esq., to state he had heard 
nothing from the State Department (regarding his application 
for a passport). IEVITAN instructed NABRIED to call the 
State Department to find out what happened to his application. 

The informant learned that NABRIED telephoned the 
Philadelphia office of the U. S. State Department and was told by 
that office that that office maintained no records but merely 
forwarded his passport application to Washington, D. C., on the 
day it was received. It was suggested that NABRIED telephone 
the U. S. State Department at Washington, D. C, telephone 
number REpublic 7-5600, Extension 6601. 

Informant learned that NABRIED called Washington, 
D. C, and spoke with a Mrs. ZEPP (phonetic), telling ZEPP 
he applied for a passport 4/4/61 at Philadelphia. NABRIED 
said he had received a letter from the State Department 4/14/61 
and stated symbol number PTL LS 130 was on this letter. ZEPP 
inquired how soon the passport was needed and was reluctantly 
told by NABRIED that NABRIED has a reservation to leave from 
New York 4/26/61 by TWA (apparently Trans World Airlines).

Weinstone said that the French Party centered 
everything on defeating the rebellion and directing the 
main blow against the generals, but in doing, so, it did 
not align itself with DeGaulle. 

Following Weinstone »s report, it was proposed that 
Gus Hall, in the name of the CPUSA leadership, send 
a telegram to the French Parliament on their role in the 
victory for the people of France. 

Phil Bart spoke on the Cuban invasion 
which he said was carried through by the CIA and since the 
invasion "fiasco", the forces that have been withdrawn are 
again under American Military control in Puerto Rioo. 

Bart said that there is no assurance of further 
direct steps against Cuba^ in the immediate future. He 
believed that there will be no further military 
intervention at the moment, but thought there might be 
some economic steps taken against Cuba. He said that as a 
result of the Invasion failure there wLll be many expressions 
of a partisan point of view and as a result of this, the 
Party must participate and find forms for expression. 

Continuing BART stated that there has been a -number 
of demonstrations by the Fair Play for Cuba Committee and other 
supporters throughout the country. He remarked that from 
reports received from various sections of the country, it 
is clear that their actions went far beyond what was 
organized by "us" tar by the "Fair Play Committee" itself. 

Bart said that the Fair Play for Cuba Committee 
has been an important instrument for the rallying of the 
left and other forces. He noted, however, that the 
"Trotskyite" influence in the committee has not declined.

Bart also stated that the Pair Play for 
Cuba Committee is organizing a demonstration in 
Washington, D, C. for Sunday, April 30, 1961, and following 
that a two- week vigil before the CIA is being organized. 
He thought the vigil was being organized by a non-violent 
committee for Cuban independence. Bart said that this plan 
makes it possible for a considerable amount to be done on 
"our" part and thought the Party should find some sort of 
support for this vigil, focus attention not only on 
CIA and Cuba, -but also on peace for our country. 

Informant advised that following Bart»s report, 
discussion took place in which it was stated that the new 
danger is that the United States Government is looking 
to provoke a situation and openly intervene in Cuba with A 
American arms. It was stated that Party slogans were most 
important and the Party should make two things clear: 

First, the United States Government has no 
business to tell Cuba what kind of a government it 
should have and, secondly, the United States and Cuba 
should meet to negotiate all outstanding questions. 

James Allen commented that in view of the 
present world situation he was in favor of a meeting 
between Premier Khrushchev and President Kennedy. 

Gus Hall said that it was necessary now to do 
a big Job on the Puerto Ricans :and initiate something 
among the Puerto Ricans to the effect that their soil 
should not be used for war or aggression. Ben Davis 
was of the opinion that President Kennedy 1 s meetings 
with Republican leaders are meetings of a sinister character 
and are designed to lay the basis and create conditions 
for military intervention in Cuba.

Davis said that the Party should attack President 
Kennedy for meeting with such people as Governor Rockefeller,, 
Eisenhower, Truman and Barry Goldwater, but rather he should 
be meeting with Trade Unionists, Negro people and 
representatives of peace loving people in the country. 

Davis commented that there is a weakness in the 
peace movement because it was unable to stop the invasion 
of Cuba. He said that it was stupid to call President 
Kennedy a murderer, the invaders were murderers. He felt that 
the Party should strike a very heavy blow the CIA and hold 
President Kennedy responsible.

Danny Rubin next gave a report on his recent trip 
to the Midwest and his trip to the West Coast. With reference 
to the mass developments among youth, Rubin noted there is a 
certain leveling off in the North in the struggle for Negro 
rights and a number of new developments of a positive 
character with regard to the Peace Corps. Rubin mentioned a 
nation-wide petition for a hundred thousand signatures by the 
Student Peace Union which is against the use of Federal Bureau 
of Investigation checks in this connection and is also opposed 
to the use of the Peace Corps as an instrument of the cold war. 

Rubin discussed the youth situation in various areas 
of the county, the Progressive Youth Organizing Committee, and 
the youth situation with the Party as a whole. Rubin stated 
that the full weight of the Party should be put into youth 
work by placing this matter before a major discussion group of 
the Party, possibly the National Committee. 

Rubin made the following proposals: 

1. The youth question be placed before the Party 
for major discussion. 

2. Consideration be given for an intensive drive of 
recruiting youth, with emphasis on concentrating "our" youth 
forces in the Marxist oriented formations and those organizations 
which are led by the "left". 

3. Thought be given to the Party's thinking on 
how the Progressive Youth Organizing Committee should operate 
in terms of issues and activities. 

Gus Hall stated that possibly the National Committee 
should conduct a major discussion on this matter. Hall added 
that in spite of the smallness in numbers of youth, the Party 
is making very important headway.

Jack Stachel said that at the first meeting of the 
task force for organizing work of the center, he had proposed 
that Ben Davis become active as Chairman of the "Org Bureau" 
and' be part of the day to day committee of three to be 
responsible for execution of all policies coordinating the 
work of the center. Stachel - said that Ben Davis, however, 
had a different approach to his work. 

Ben Davis spoke in his own defense and said that 
the position of National Secretary of the Party is not needed 
and as for the position of Chairman of the "Org Commission," 
it did not appeal to him. .Davis said. the Party should consider 
how to make the best use of a comrade with his potential. 
Davis recommended that the question of his role should be 
discussed with the National board in executive session. He 
said he would propose that he go to Harl<?m to re-establish 
the Party «s relationship with the Negro people. 

Informant .advised that Gus Hall appeared to be 
particularly annoyed and commented' that Davis had been offered 
a- number of important posts in the Party and turned them all 
down. He said that the point has been reached where Davis will 
be a part of this leadership or not : and the question will be 
.placed before the leadership of this Party. Hall said that no 
member of the National 1 Board * can* continue without a specific 
responsibility. He said the Work of the Board required a 
Secretary and proposed Jack Stachel for the position. 

Informant advised that Stachel,- said he* was willing 
to* serve as Secretary and suggested , that Gus Hall and Phil 
Bart be the other two members of the committee. 

Ben Davis- said that he was' opposed to Jack Stachel 
as Secretary, but supported the other two.jlndlviduals on the 
committee.

It was proposed by Stachel that no name be. given 
to the new committee, of three., 

Gus Hall concluded . the meeting by recommending 
that Hy Lumer be; relieved of all. his assignments and 
duties until hecomss out of prison. Hall recommended 
strongly that the role of Ben Davis must be. resolved in the 
very near future, saying it was a serious question affecting 
the. entire; leadership of ^the; Party.; 

Another confidential source, who has :furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on April 26, 1961, 
that Ben Davis, following the meeting of the National Board 
said that Gus. Hall and Jack; Stachel were trying to force 
him. Out of the Party because he taas opposed to Elizabeth Gurley 
Flynrt as Chairman of the Party and Stachel as Secretary, as 
well, as; for other reasons, which he did not enumerate. 

According to the informant, Davis said' that if they 
try to force him. out he "will make so much trouble they will 
regret they, ever started it." 1 Davis said he would not be 
forced out as "it's a matter of pride."

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The Informant advised that the discussion 
on this point closed with BEN DAVIS commenting that 
CLAUDE (LIGHTFOOT), who is in charge of Negro work 
in the Party, is able to decide for himself as to 
what role he will play in the district leadership

In concluding DAVIS said that he was not 
recommending that he not be a part of the resident 
board of the NEC or the New York District Board.

DAVIS said that with regard to the question of 
recession, people get the erroneous impression that 
we are glad for it but rather the Party should come 
out with a positive program. Continuing DAVIS said 
that the Party should concentrate on the Negro, labor 
and youth movements as well as political action 
movement as these are areas in which it is necessary 
for the Party to begin to change its whole concept. 
The concentration should always have in mind the 
building of the. Party. DAVIS said he was for 
implementing the concentration on woman's matters. 
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Continuing DAVIS remarked that he would like 
to propose that following each meeting a memo 
should be prepared regarding the meeting and should 
be sent to each member of the NEC in order that they 
would know the matters under discussion. DAVIS 
also recommended that at each meeting the agenda 
should be carefully worked out in advance and that 
each point on the agenda should be limited to no 
more than 90 minutes. 

JACK STACHEL then proposed that the board 
(National Board), should meet regularly each Wednesday 
from one until five PM. The meeting closed with the 
suggestion that the next NC meeting would be held on 
May 13 and 14.
